ACREAGE ALLOTMENTS AND NORMAL eae nici =n FARMS 


Sec. 5 Determination of ecreage surotnents Soir old. es ome The tobecco 
acreage allotment for an old farm shall be the final 194% marketing quota 
allotment for the farm times 120 percent, adjusted in accordance with Sections 
6, 7, and 8, below. For the purposes of this section, the final 1943 marketing 
quota allotment shall include any acreage by which the 1943 allotment for tne 
farm was reduced because of a violation of the marketing quots’regulatias’ for ihe 
1942-43.mearketine year tut shall-not:indude any acreage allotted in 1943 from State 
pools unless the owner of the farm was dispossessed of another farm througn 
acquisition thereof by a Federal agency for National defense purposes. No 
allotment shall be established under this section for any farm on which no 
tobacco was grown in any of the five years 1939 to. 1948, -inclusive. 


Sec, 6 Reduction of acreage allotment for violation of the marketing quota 
regulations for a prior marketing year. If tobacco was sold or was permitted 
to be sold in any marketing year on a marketing card for any farm which in fact 
was produced on a different farm, the acreage allotment established for both 
such farms for 1944 shall be reduced by the amount of tobacco so marketed; 
provided, thet such reduction shall not be made if the ‘Yar Food Administrator, 
through the county. committee, determines that no person connected with such 
farm caused, aided, or acquiesced in such marketing. If proof of the dispo- 
sition of any amount of tobacco produced on a farm is not furnished as reauired 
‘by the War Food Administrator, the acreage allotment shall be reduced by such 
amount of tobacco, This section shall not apply if the’ eal ee for any 
prior year was reduced on account of the same pte yin Ns 


The amount of tobecco involved will be converted to.an screage basis by 
dividing such amount of tobacco by the actual yield for the farm during the year 
in which such tobacco was produced, or if the actual. yield cannot be determined, 
by the estimated yield for the farm for such ‘year. 


Sec. 7 Adjustments by county committees, An acreage not in excess of two 
percent of the 1940 acreage allotment for each State will be. available for 
allotment by the respective county committees, An.old farm shall be eligible 
for adjustment as provided hereunder (1) if the comnittee finds that the 1943 
allotment for the farm is relatively smaller in relation to the land, labor and 
equipment available for the production of tobacco on the farm than the average 
of the allotments in relation to such factors on other old farms in the county, 
or (2) if tobacco was hervested on the farm in 1943-and no acreage allotment 
was established for the farm, In making the. adjustment in the farm acreage 
allotment, the county committee shall consider the past acreage of tobacco 
(harvested end diverted), the land, labor and equipment available for tne pro- 
duction of tobacco, and crop rotation practices. “ithout prior approval of the 
State committee, the acreage allotted under this section shall not exceed one per- 
cent of the county acreage allotment for 1940. 
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All adjustments as provided abéve shall be subject to the approval of the 
State comnittee, 


Sec. 8 Reallocation of allotments released from farms removed from 
agricultural production, 


(a) Except as provided in subsection (b) of this section, the tobacco 
allotment determined or which would have been determined for any lend which is 
removed from agricultural production because of acquisition by a State or 
Federal agency for any purpose or by a person for use in connection with the 
national defense program shall be available to the State committee for use in 
providing equitable allotments for farms on which tobacco was grown in one or 
more of the past five years, and which are operated in 1944 by persons who were 
producers of tobacco on land so removed from agricultural production. Insofar 
as possible the allotments for farms operated by such persons shall be compar-~ 
able to the allotments for other old: farms in the same community which are 
similar with respect to land, labor and equipment available for the production 
of tobacco, crop rotation practices, soil and other physical factors affecting 
the production of tobacco, taking into consideration the allotment for the land 
removed from agricultural production. The allotment so determined shall be 
subject to the approval of the State committee and shall not exceed the larger 
of (1) the 1944 allotment previously determined for such land, or (2) the allot- 
ment which was or would have been determined for the land removed fron agri- 
cyltural production; provided, that in no event shall the allotment so determined 
exceed the tere of 20 percent of the acreage of cropland in the farm, or three 
acres, 


(bv) The allotment determined or which would have been determined for any 
lend acquired on or since January I, 1940 by any Federal agency for national 
defense purposes shall be placed in a State pool and shall be used in deter-— 
Mining equitable allotments for farms owned or purchased by owners displaced 
because of acquisition of their farm by a Federal agency for national defense 
pusposes. Upon application to the county committee, any owner so displaced 
shall be entitled to have an allotment for any one of the other farms owned or 
purchased by him equal to an allotment which would heve been determined for such 
other farm plus the allotment which would have been determined for the farm 
acquired by the Federal agency, provided, that such allotment*shall not exceed 
20 percent of the acreage of cropland in the farm. The provisions of this 
subsection shall not be applicable if (1) there is any marketing quota penalty 
due with respect to the marketing of tobacco from the farm or by the owner of 
the farm at the time of its acquisition by the Federal agency; (2) any tobacco 
produced on wach farm has not been accounted for as required by the Yar Food 
Administrator; or (3) if the allotment next to be established for the farm ace 
quired by the Federal agency would heve been reduced because of false or in- 
proper identification of tobacco produced on or marketed from such farm. 


Sec. 9 Farms subdivided or combined. 


(a) If land operated as a single farm in 1943 or any previous year has 
subsequently been subdivided and will be operated in 1944 ss two or more farns, 
the 1944 tobacco acreage allotment determined or which otherwise would have 
been determined for the entire farm shall be apportioned among the tracts in 
the same proportion as the acreage of cropland suitable for the production of 
tobacco on each such tract in such year bore to the total number of acres of 
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cropland suitable for the production of tobacco on the entire farm in such 
year unless otherwise recommended by the county committee, and approved. by. ae 
State comeittee, 


(bo) If tvo.or more farms operated separately in 1943, or any previous 
year, heave. subsequently been combined and will be operated in 1944 as a. single 
farm, the 1944 allotment shall be the sum of the 1944 allotments determined or 
which otherwise’ would have been determined for each | of the farms composing the 
combination, . Mr a 


Sec. 10 Determination of normal yields. The ‘normal yield for any yee 
shall ve thet yield which the county committee determines is normal for the 
farm taking into consideration (1) the yields obtained. on the farm during the 
years 1938-42 (2). the soil and other physical factors affecting. the production 
of tobacco on the farm and’ (3) the yields obtained on other farms in the lo- 
celity which are similar with respect to such factors. The weighted. average of 
the normal yields for all farms in each county shall not exceed the normal. 
yield eatebl anes, for the county in 1943, unless an adjustment for abnormal 
conditions is msde by. the Yar ‘Rope Administrator upon recommendations of the.

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GENERAL 


Section 1 Definitions. As used in these regulations and in all 
instructions, forms and documents in connection therewith, the words 
and phrases defined in this section shall have the meanings herein 


assigned to them unless the context or subject matter otherwise re- 
quires, 


(1) Act means the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, as 
amended, 


(2) Administrator means the Administrator or Acting Administrator 
of the War Food Administration, 


(3) County Committee means the group of persons elected within 
any county to assist in the administration of the Agricultural Conser- 
vation Program in such county, 


(4) Dealer or buyer means a person who engages to any extent, in 
the business of acquiring tobacco;from vroducers without regard to 
whether such person is registered as a dealer with the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, 


(5) Farm means all adjacent or nearby farm land under the same 
ownership which is operated by one person, including also: 


(a) Any other adjacent or nearby farm land which the county 
committee, in accordance with instructions issued by the 
Agricultural Adjustment Agency, determines is operated by 
the same person as part of the same unit with respect to 
the rotation of croos and with workstock, farm machinery, 


and labor substantially separate from that for any other 
lands; and 


(b) Any field-rented tract (whether operated by the sane or 
another person) which, together with any other land in- 
cluded in the farm, constitutes a unit with respect to the 
rotation of crops. 


A farm shall be regarded as located in the county in which the

(6) Field Assistant moans any duly authorized employee of the

(7) Ploor sweevings means all tobacco which is drooped on the 
warehouse floor in the course of the warehouse operations and is picked 
up by the warchousenan. Any tobacco accumulated in the course of the 
grading and tying of tobacco for farmers shall not be included as floor 
sweepings, 
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(8) Market means the disposition in raw or processed form of 
tobacco by voluntary or involuntary sale, barter or exchange, or by 
eift inter vivos. "Marketing" and "Marketed" shall have corresponding 
meanings to the term "Market", AN an by 2 ee 


(9) WNonwarehouse sale means any first marketing of farm tobacco 
other than by sale at public auction through a warehouse in thé regular 
course of business, 


(10) Operator means the person who is in charge of the supervi- 
sion and the conduct of the’ farming operations on the entire farm. 


(11) Person means an individual, partnership, association, 
corporation, estate or trust, or other business enterprise or other 
legal entity, and wherever applicable, a State, a political subdivision 
of the State or any agency thereof. 


(12) Producer means a person who, as owner, landlord, tenant, 
sharecropper, or laborer is entitled to share in the tobacco available 
for marketing from the farm, or in the proceeds thereof. 


(13) Pound means that amount of tobacco which, if weighed in 
its unstemmed form and in the condition in which it is usually marketed 
by producers, would equal one pound standard weight. 


: (14) Resale means the disposition by sale, barter, or exchange 
of tobacco which has been marketed previously. 


(15) Sale day means the period at the end of which the ware- 
houseman bills to buyers the tobacco so nurchased during such period, 


(16) State committee means the group of persons designated within 
any State to assist in the administration of the Agricultural Conserva~ 
tion Program in such State. 


(17) Suspended sale means any first marketing of farm tobacco at 
a warehouse sale for which a memorandum of sale is not issued by the 
end of the sale day on which such marketing occurred. 

(18) Tobacco means Burley tobacco classified in Service and 
Regulatory Announcement No. 118 of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
of the United States Department of Agriculture as type 31. Any tobacco 
that has the same characteristics and corresponding qualities, colors 
and lengths as Burley tobacco shall be considered Burley regardless of 
any factors of historical or geographical nature which cannot be de- 
termined by an examination of the tobacco, 


(19) Tobacco available for marketing means all tobacco produced 
on the farm in the calendar year 1944 and all tobacco produced on the 
farm prior to the calendar year 1944 and carried over to the 1944-45 
marketing year, which is not disposed of in accordance with Section 5. 


(20) Tobacco subject to marketing quotas means any tobacco 
marketed during the period Cctober 1, 1944, to September $0, 1945, ins 


clusive, and any tobacco produced in the calendar year 1944 and mar- 
keted prior to October 1, 1944, 
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ae (21) Trucker means any person who engages in the business of 
ae trucking tobacec to market and RS Reane it for producers regardless of 
whether the tobacco is acquired from producers by the trucker, 


(22) Warchouseman means a person engaged in the business of 
holding gales of tobacco at public auction at a warehouse. 


ie . (23) Warehouse sale means a marketing by sale at public auction 
through a werehouse in the regular course «f business.

FARM MARKETING QUOTAS 


Sec. 3 Amount of farm marketing quota. The marketing quota for 

a farm shall be the actual production of tobacco on the farm acreage 

allotment, as established for the farm in accordance with Tobacco 813, 
. Part I, “Marketing Quota Regulations - Burley Tobacco - 1944-45 Market- 
% ing Year." The actual production of the farm acreage allotment shall 
be the average yield per acre of the entire acreage of tobacco harvested 
on the farm in 1944 times the farm acreage allotment. The excess to- 
bacco on any farm shall be that quantity of tobacco which is equal to 
the average yield per acre of the entire acreage of tobacco harvested 
on the farm in 1944 times the number of acres harvested in excess of 
the farm acreage allotment. 


Sec. 4 No transfers. There shall be no transfer of marketing 
quotas (except as provided in Part I of these regulations). 


Sec. 5 Disposition of oxcess tobacco, The farm operator may 
elect to give proof of disposition of excess tobacco prior to the 
marketing of any tobacco from the farm by any of the following methods: 


4 a. By a declaration of intention to market all tobacco available 
. for markcting and the payment at the office of the county 
committee by check, draft, or money orcer drawn payable to 
the Treasurer of the United States in an amount equal to 
the penalty which would be due woon the marketing of the 
tobacco available for marketing. Any additional amount of 
penalty dotermined to be due after all marketingsof tobacco 
from the farm have been made shall be paid by the operator 
not later than 20 days after receint of notice of such 

: additional penalty. Any amount collected in excess of the 
4 penalty due shakl be refunded upon request of the producer. 
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b. By storage of the excess toba cco, the tobrcco so stored to 
' be representative of the entire 1944 crop produced on the 
farm, and posting of a bond approved by the county committee 
and the Chairman of the State committee in the penal sum of

c. By furnishing to the county committee satisfactory proof that 
the farm operator is unable to market the excess tobacco. 


Sec. 6 Issuance of marketing cards. A marketing card shall be 
issued for every farm having tobacco available for marketing. Two or 
more marketing cards may be issued for any farm as aporoved by the 
county committee, All entries on each marketing card shall be made in 
accordance with the instructions for issuing marketing cards and the 
operator's agreement on each marketing card shall be signed by the farm 
operator or on his behalf by his authorized representative. Upon the 
return to the office of the county committee of the marketing card after 
all the memoranda of sale have been issuod therefrom and before the 
marketing of tobacco from the fara has beon completed, a new marketing 
card of the samc kind, bearing the same name, information and identifi- 
cation as the used card shall be issued for the farm. Any marketing 
card issued to replace another card shall have entered thereon the total 
sales as shown on the marketing card which is replaced, 


a. Within Quota Marketing Card (Tobacco 820). A Within Quota 
Marketing Card authorizing the marketing without penalty of 
the 1944 crop of tobacco on the farm and any tobacco carried 
over from a prior marxeting year shall be issued for a fam 
under the following conditions: ; ; ; 


(1) If the harvested acreaze of tobacco in 1944 is not in 
excess of the farm acreage allotment; if any excess 
tobacco carried over from any previous marketing year 
can be marketed without penalty under the provisions 
of subsection (c) hereos; if the operator of the farm 
does not operate another farm on which the harvested 
acreage of tobacco exceeds the farm acreage allotment; 
and if the county committee does not determine that a 
zero percent excess marketing card is necessary to pro- 
tect the interest of the Government and insure the proper 
identification and accounting for tobacco produced on the 
farm and the proper use of the marketing card issued for 
the farm, or 


(2) If the excess tobacco produced on the farm is disposed 
of in accordance with Section 5, or 


(3) Ifa farm is operated by a publicly-owned experiment 
station and produces tobacco for experimental purposes 
only. 


b. Excess Marketing Card (Tobacco 821). An Excess Marketing 


Card showing the extent to which marketings of tobacco from 
a farm are subject to penalty shall be issued for a farm un— 
less a within quota card is required to be issued for the 
farm under paragraph (a) of this section. 


c. Extent to which marketings from a farm are subject to penalty. 
The extent to which marketings.of tobacco from any farm having 
no carry-over tobacco are subject to penalty shall be that per- 
centage of the tobacco available for marketing from the farm 
which the acreage of tobacco harvested in excess of the farm 
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acreage allotment for the farm and not disposed of as pro- 
vided in Section 5 is of the acreage of tobacco harvested 

from the farm, If the farm operator refuses to furnish OFes 
prevents the county committee from obtaining any informa- 

tion necessary to the issuance of the marketing card, all 
tobacco available for marketing from the farm shall be subject 
to penalty. 


The extent to which marketings of’ tobacco from any farm having 
tobacco available for marketing which has been carried over from a 
prior marketing year are subject to penalty shall be the percentage 
determined as follows: 


(1) Determine the number of "carry-over acres" by dividing the 
number of pounds of tobacco carried over from the prior year | 
by the normal yield for the farm for that year. 


(2) Determine the number of "within quota carry-over acres" by 
multiplying the "carry-over acres" (1 above) by the "percent 
within quota" (i.e., 100 percent minus the percent excess) 
for the year in which the carry-over tobacco was produced, 


(3) Determine the "total acres" of tobacco by adding the "carry- 
over acres" (1 above) and the acreage of tobacco harvested 
in the current year. ; 


(4) Determine the excess acreage by subtracting from the "total 
acres" (3 above) the sum of the 1944 allotment and the "with- 
in quota carry-over acres" (2 above). 


(5) Determine the percent excess to be shown on the marketing 
card by dividing the "total acres" into the excess acreage 
(4 above). 


The burden of any penalty with respect to carry-over tobacco shall 
be borne by those persons having an interest in such tobacco. 


Sec. 7 Person authorized to issue cards. The county committee 
Shall designate one person to sign marketing cards for farms in the 
county as issuing officer. The issuing officer may, subject to the 
approval of the county committee, designate not more than three per 
sons to sign his name in issuing marketing cards; provided that each 
such person shall place his initials immediately beneath the name of 
the issuing officer as written by him on the card. 


Sec, 8 Rights of producers in marketing cards. Hach producer 
having a share in the tobacco available for marketing from the farm 


shall be entitled to the use of the marketing card for marketing his 
proportionate share of the total amount of tobacco available for 
marketing from the farm. 


Sec. 9 Successors in interest. Any person who succeeds ni stay 
whole or in part to the share of a producer in the tobacco available 
for marketing from the farm shall, to the extent of such succession, 


have the same rights as the producer to the use of the marketing 
card for the farm. 
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Sec, 10 Invalid cards.. A marketing card shall ee invalid under 
any of the following conditions: | 


ae If itis not issued or delivered in the form and manner pre- 
scribed; 


b. If entries are not made thereon as required; 
eer seem eh pee la destroyed, stolen, or become illegible; 


d.,. If any erasure or alteration has been nade, and not properly 
initialed. 


In the event any marketing card becomes invalid (other than by loss, 
destruction, theft or omission, alteration and incorrect entry which can 
be corrected by a field assistant) the farm operator (or the person hay- 
ing the card in his possession) shall return it to the office of the 
county committee at which it was issued. 


Bag ang entry is not made on a marketing card as reauired (either 


through omission or incorrect entry) and the proper entry is made by a 
field assistant then such card shall become valid. 


Sec. 11 Report of misuse of marketing card. Any information which 
causes any field assistant, a member of any State, county or community 
committee, or any employee of any State or county committee to believe 
that any tobacco which actually was produced on one farm has been or is 
being marketed under the marketing card issued for another farm shall 
be reported immediately by such person to the Chairman of the State 
Committee, 


MARKETING OF TOBACCO AND PENALTIES 


Sec. 12 Memorandum of sale to identify every marketing, Hach 
marketing of tobacco from a farm shall be identified by an executed 
memorandum of sale from the marketing card (Tobacco 820 or Tobacco 821) 
issued for the farm on which the tobacco was produced, but if a memo- 
randum of sale cannot be obtained within four weeks after the date of 
the marketing of any tobacco at a warehouse sale, such marketing of 
tobacco shall be subject to penalty and the amount of penalty shall 
be shown on the Sale Cleared Without Marketing * Card (Tobacco 828). 

The memorandum of sale shall be issued only Dy ea ficld assistant, 

except that, a warehouseman, or his authorized representative, who 

has been designated on an Authorization to Issuc Memoranda of Sale | 
(Tobecco 823) may issué a memorandum of sale to identify a warehouse 
sale, if a field assistant is not available at the warehouse when the 
card is presentcd, Each memorandum of sale issued by a warehousenan 
shall be presented promptly by him to the field assistant for verifica-— 
tion with the warchouse records. 


The authorization to any warchouseman or his authorized repre- 
sentative to issue memoranda of sale may be withdrawn upon written 
notice by the Chairman of the State Committee, 
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Each excess memorandum.of sale or form Tobacco 828, issued by a 


field assistant, shall be checked by the warehouseman or dealer (or his 
representative) to determine whether the amount of penalty shown to be 
due has been correctly computed and such warehouseman or ‘dealer shall

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Extent to which marketings from a farm are subject to 
penalty. The extent to which marketings of tobacco from

The extent to which marketings of tobacco from any farm

(1) Determine the number of “carry-over acres" by divid- 
ing the number of pounds of tobacco carried over from 


the prior year by the normal yield for the farm for.

(2) Determine the number of "within quota carry-over 
acres" by multiplying the "carry-over acres" (1 above) 
by the "percent within quota" (i.e., 100 percent 
minus the percent excess) for the year in which the 
carry-over tobacco was produced.

Sec. 7. Person authorized to issue cards. The county 


committee shall designate one person to Sign marketing cards 
for farms in the county as issuing officer.
